ENGLAND  AS  A   COLONISING 
POWER. 

Captnin  .'\.  S,  Crowinshield,  of  tile  United 
Stales  navy,  writes  with  refeience  to  England  as 
a  cnhiniaini;  nower : — "In  1892,  while  In  com- 
mand of  the  U.  S.'S,  Kearsar^c,  I  ascended  the 
Orinoco  river,  going  as  far  as  Ciiidad-Bolivar 
(  formerly  Angosturri  ),  240  miles  above  ils 
inouih,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  state  that  if  that 
great  waterway  were  located  in  a  British  pos- 
session, its  shores,  in'-tead  of  being  as  ihey  now 
are  for  the  yieater  pari  of  the  way  a  howling 
wilderness,  would  be  lined  with  prosperous  set- 
tlements, and  tlie  waters  of  that  mighty  stream 
would  be  carrying  100  Ions  of  shippiiij;  where 
ihey  now  cany  one  ;  that  those  great  civilisers, 
trade  and  commerce  and  agricuhure,  backed  by 
law  and  order,  would  bring  about  in  the  adjacent 
territory  a  stale  of  aflairs  that  has  never  yet 
entered  llie  head  of  the  average  Latin-American 
politician.  If  England  lias  grabbed  territory 
she  hns  grabbed  it  to  some  purpose,  and  no  peo- 
ple or  race,  be  they  civilised  or  savage,  that  has 
come  under  her  rule  btit  has  been  raised  in  the 
social  scale,  benetiled  and  made  free  where 
(oiinerly  tliey  were  degraded,  i'  not  in  an  actual 
state  of  savagery  or  slavery.  It  is  all  very  well 
to  "tivist  the  lion's  tail,"  but  irnth  is  Irnth,  and 
it  is  time  the  people  of  this  country  should,  as 
regards  En^;1and's  rules  and  methods  in  her  col- 
onies and  possessions,  know  a  little  more  of  it. 
Though  the  British  (>i)vernnieit  has  the  name  o 
a  monarchy,  Americans  should  understand  that 
it  is  lo-dny — and  has  been  for  the  past  sixty 
years- as  much  nf  a  democracy  as  our  own,  and 
that  it  lias  dnne  more  |o  elevate  and  improve  the 
condidon  of  human  beings  in  this  benighted 
world  than  any  other  government  on  ihe  face 
(if  ilie  earth,  or,  I  might  say,  than  all  others 
comliiiicd." 


Therf.  are  various  ways  of  securing  immigra- 
tion lo  a  nfw  or  undeveloped  conniry.  One  way 
is  to  establi.sh  a  slalile  and  economical  governmeni, 
keepioi;  taxation  at  ihe  lowest  possible  level,  and 
making  the  country  a  cheap  one  to  live  in, and  then 
to  advertise  systematically  and  thoroughly,  as  the 
best  business  men  do,  making  known  the  ad- 
vantages of  ihe  country  in  the  places  where  the 
desired  classes  of  immigrants  are  to  ht  found. 
Anolher  way  is  to  neglect  the  foundation  of  good 
government,  aitempting  to  make  up  for  this  by  ■ 
spending  large  sums  of  money  in  Ihe  em|i1oymeat 
ofa^;enlK  who,  aidfd  by  the  rigiil  kind  of  liieraiure, 
go  abouilhe  world  exctling  the  cupidity  of  poor, 
unsuccessfut  and  ignorant  people  by  tissues  of  lies 
about  opportunities  lor  acquirinj;  fabulous  wealth 
wiihmit  wtirk,  and  by  promises  of  governmeni  aid, 
etc.  which  are  never  carried  out.  A  necessary 
ciinioiniiani  of  such  a  scheme  is  "free  passages." 
Tliere  is  still  another  way,  exactly  like  the  last, 
except  that  to  it  is  added  the  rascally  feature  of 
paying  the  anent  an  additional  sum,  as  commission, 
fiir  every  ]ierson  he  succeeds  in  enticing  in  the 
country  he  represents.  All  three  nf  these  methods 
have  been  in  tlic  pas',  and  arc  siill  in  use  in  different 
quarters  of  the  globe.  We  think  we  are  not  going 
bcy^ind  the  ti  utii  when  we  say  thai  South  American 
ccuiUiies  almost  invariably  lesort  to  the  second 
and  third  schemes  outlined  above.  Argentina  has 
no',  been  guiltless,  but  prnliably  ihe  worst  offender 
has  been  Brazil.— 7iot«,  BuenO-S  Aires.

Rio  de  Janeiro,  November  3rd,  1896. 

The  sudden  change  of  policy  on  the  part 
of  the  government  witli  regard  to  certain 
elements  of  opposition,  can  not  be  regEirded 
without  an  expression   of  profound   regret. 
In   S;\a  Paulo,    where    the  monarchist  ele- 
ment is  comparatively   numerous  and  out- 
spoken,   the   aulliorities    have  seized    their 
club  and   reading-rooms    and   closed   the 
place,  have  suspendeti  a  students'  paper,  and 
have  dispersed  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of 
that  parly  lield  at  a  private  liouse  for  a  per- 
fectly legitimate  purpose,  which  had  been 
duly  announced  in  the  public  press.     Be- 
sides this,  the  aiuhorities   have  hastily  sent 
to  Destciro  for  an  oHicer  to  take  command 
in   Sao  Paulo,  whose  recoi'd   is  stained  by 
deeds  of  cruelty  which   will  not  bear  calm 
and    di.spassionate   investigation.     All    this 
points   lo   a   renewal    of  the    persecutions 
which  existed  in   this  country   during   the 
naval   revolt.     And  further,  it  implies  that 
Gov.  Campos  Salles  does  not  intend  lo  per- 
mit the  monarchists  to  exeicise  their  lights 
as  voters  during  the  coming  congressional 
elections.     The  alarm  over  "conspiracies" 
is  all  manufactured,   for  there  are   no  con- 
spiracies. The  monarchists  have  been  stea- 
dily gaining  in  numbers,  and   it  may  be 
feared  that  they  will  carry  a  few  seats  in  the 
next  congress.     But  does  this  imperil  the 
republic  ?     Are  the  monarchists   not    rep- 
resented in    the  French  chambers.?    And 
were  not  the  republicans  represented  in  the 
Brazilian  general  assembly  during  the  mon- 
archy .?    An  opposition  parly  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  good  government,  and  it  would 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  Brazil  were  the 
monarchists  to  send  a  few  good  and  capable 
men  to  represent  them  in  the  congress  of 
this  country.     To  suppress-them  as  has  just 
been  done  in  Sao  Paulo  is  a  crime,  for  it  is 
an  infraction  of  the  liberty  guaranteed  by 
the  constitution, a  reflection  upon  the  repub- 
lic and  a  prejudice  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  people. 

The  deputies  seem  to  have  been  in  a 
state  of  inglorious  funk  on  the  27th.  There 
were  all  kinds  of  rumors  afloat  in  the 
chamber.  There  were  conspiracies  in  every 
dark  corner.  On  one  hand  the  factory 
operatives  who  have  been  discharged  for 
want  of  work,  were  preparing  to  disturb  the 
peace  ;  and  on  another  the  people  who  are 
suffering  hardships  of  the  harshest  descrip- 
tion because  of  the  costs  of  living,  were 
about  to  break  out  in  riots.  And  above  all 
the  monarchist  "bogie"  reigned  supreme. 
The  existence  of  the  republic  itself  was  at 
slake.  The  result,  as  might  have  been 
anticipated,  was  a  stampede  to  appease  the 
people.  All  sorts  of  amendments  were  at 
once  proposed  to  the  revenue  budget :  one 
abolishing  the  projected  taxes  on  beef  cattle, 
jerked  beef,  salt,  kerosene,  etc.;  another 
authorizing  the, executive  to  .admit  articles 
of  prime  necessity  free  or  at  50  per  cent 
reduction  in  duties  and  to  transport  such 
articles  on  the  state  railways  at  half  rates ; 
and  another  making  large  reductions  in  the 
duties  imposed  on  certain  heavily  overtaxed 
medicinal  preparations.  It  was,  at  best,  a 
very  amusing  exhibition.  It  was  no  longer 
patriotic  to  increase  taxes;  on  the  contrary, 
the  discovery  was  suddenly  made .  that 
patriotism  (as  well;as  selfTintere^j)  '.required^ 
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their  reduction.  And  il  the  populace  were 
to  ihow  a  Utile  more  determination  to  put 
•n  end  to  the  abuses  and  impositions  whicli 
have  prevailed  hero  during  the  last  six 
years,  we  have  no  doubt  but  whiit  the 
deputies  vould  promptly  and  patriotically 
find  a  great  many  more  concessions  to 
make.  Perhaps  they  would  even  volunteer 
to  surrender  their  75$  a  day  for  the  extra 
sessions  which  they  have  so  unnecessarily 
imposed  upon  the  country.  It  is  a  good  il- 
lustration of  the  recourses  to  which  such 
men  resort  in  the  protection  of  their  selfish 
interests.  And  it  ought  to  be  an  object 
lesson  to  the  people  themselves,  who  permit 
their  interests  to  be  so  ruthlessly  sacrificed 
by  the  men  whom  they  have  entrusted  with 
the  important  service  of  legislation.  The 
record  of  the  day  is  not  complete,  however, 
for  when  night  came  the  military  and 
police  authorities  appeared  with  their  ex- 
traordinary precautions  against  some  rumor- 
ed insurrection.  What  they  leared  we  do 
not  know,  but  it  is  apparent  that  capital 
is  to  be  made  out  of  some  threatened 
monarchist  revolt.  The  truth  is— and  it  will 
of  course  be  concealed — that  the  people 
are  uneasy  and  tired  of  all  this  burden 
of  misgovernment.  They  may  break  out 
into  riots  at  any  moment,  and  they  may 
turn  to  the  monarchists  as  their  last  hope. 
But  that  there  has  been  any  monarchist 
plot  in  all  this  we  do  not  for  one  moment 
believe. 

A  PARALLEL. 
Some  twenty  odd  years  ago  a  young 
Brazilian  left  this  city  for  the  United  States, 
Why  and  how  he  left  we  do  not  discuss, 
for  it  is  foreign  to  the  object  we  have  in 
view.  He  had  been  well  educated,  had 
studied  law,  and  had  likewise  entered  upon 
a  political  career.  His  future  in  his  own 
country  had  been  a  promising  one,  for  he 
had  influential  friends  who  were  in  a  position 
to  advance  his  interests.  He  had  no  fortune 
to  draw  upon,  however,  and  when  he  took 
up  his  residence  in  the  city  of  New  York  he 
was  compelled  to  seek  some  remunerative 
employment.  He  followed  for  a  time  the 
uncertain  occupition  of  a  translator,  and 
then  took  to  journalism. 

For  the  best  part  of  twenty  years  he 
edited  and  published  an  important  period- 
ical in  Porlugnese,   whose  circulation  was 
almost  exclusively  conlined  to  Brazil.     It 
was  ably  edited,  profusely  illustrated,  and 
enjoyed  great  popularity  among  Brazilians. 
And  it  enjoyed  exactly  the  same  freedom  in 
criticism  that  was  exercised  by  the  American 
press.  He  criticised  the  habits  and  customs 
of  the  people  among  whom  he  lived,  and 
he  censured  and  denounced  their  govern- 
.  ment  and  its  officials  whenever  he  wished, 
,  Probably  no  man  ever  did  so  much  10  form 
the  opinion   of  his  own  countrymen    in 
regard  to  the  United  Slates  and  its  people 
as  did  this  one  journalist,  and  that   this 
opinion  was  not  always  favorable  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge.    And  yet,  we  have 
never  heard  that  the  American  press  de- 
.Rounced  and  insulted  him, nor  that  con- 
^gressmen  hurled  opprobrious  epithets  upon 
him,   nor   that  he  was  called  before  the 
police  to  give    satisfaction,    nor  that  the 
government  of  the    country  gravely  dis- 
,  cussed  the   propriety  of   deporting    him, 
nor  that  bis  name  was  bandied  about  the 
.streets  and  caffe  as  an  enemy  of  the  country, 
.  and  an  inventor  of  false  news, 
. ,  .  Add  to, this  the  fact  that  he  was  for  many 
years  the  correspondent  ol  the  Jornal  do 
'■  eommerio,  and  that  he  exercised  the  fullest 
liberty  in  his  letters  and  telegrams,  and  we 
,  have  the  case  complete.    He  was  bitterly 
hostile  to  the  Grant  administration,  and  his 
criticisms  were  sometimes  so  sharp  that  the 
American  minister  and  other,  Americans 
resident  in  Brazil  were  keenly  irritated,  and 
yet  we  have  still  to  hear  that  he  ever  suffer- 
,  ed   the  ■  slightest  inconvenience  from    his 
exercise  of  the  right  of  free  speech  and  free 

press. 

In  time  his  periodical  was  suspended, 
and  he  first  removed  to  London  and  then, 
at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years,  returned 
to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Later  on  he  became 
editor  and  part  proprietor  of  the  prin- 
cipal newspaper  in  that  city.  We  have  only 
to  add  that  this  Brazilian  journalist  is  no 
other  than  Jos6  Carios  Rodrigues,  manag- 
ing editor  of  the  Jorml  do  Commmio,  and 
that  his  New  York  periodical  was  0  Novo 
Mundo. 

As  this  journalist  now  condemns  and  in- 
sults the  editor  of  Tlu  Rio  News  for  doing 
jnst  what  he  himself  did  when  a  resident  of 
'  New  York,  it  will  be  instructive  to  consider 
,  ithis  parallel  closely.    The  editor  of  The 


News  has  a  better  justification  than  ever  the 
editor  of  0  Nmo  Mundo  had,  for  he  pub- 
lishes a  commercial  paper  and  is  under 
every  obligation  to  discuss  financial  and 
commercial  questions.  We  have  never 
questioned  the  sincerity  of  the  man  who 
edited  0  N&vo  Mundo  and  wrote  letters  to 
the  Jornal  do  Commercio  ;  in  fad,  on  many, 
very  many  points  his  views  were  essentially 
our  own.  liut  it  must  be  remembered  that 
his  criticisms  were  coiuraiy  10  the  opinions 
of  a  majority  o(  the  American  people.  In 
his  own  country,  however,  he  looks  upon 
the  subject  in  unoLher  light,  for  he  denoun- 
ces us  for  following  his  own  example,  and 
broadly  hints  that  we  should  be  expelled 
from  the  country.  We  should  be  glad  to 
hear  what  juslilication  he  can  oiler  for  such 
a  betrayal  of  all  that  is  best  in  his  own  prO' 
fession.

— The  act  of  visiting  the  graves  of  the  revolu- 
tionists on  last  Sunday  under  the  auspice*  of  iailies 
of  tills  city  was  in  itself  an  imposing  spcclaclc  and 
was  rendered  doubly  impressive  by  the  larj^e  de- 
tachment of  soldiers  stationed  at  the  Paqueii  cem- 
etery to  prevent  llic  entrance  of  the  beautiful 
wrealb  dedicated  by  the  ladies  to  the  heroes  who 
fell  in  battle  and  lo  the  victims  of  military  murder. 

—The  work  of  repaving  the  streets  seems  lo  be 
(lone  wiihout  system  or  experienced  oversight. 
Patches  of  street  are  torn  up  in  every  direclion, 
and  are  lelt  in  that  conditinn  for  weeks,  to  ihe 
serious  distarbance  of  traffic.  And  then  when 
finished,  they  soon  require  relaying  because  of  the 
defective  way  in  which  tlie  work  is  Hone,  Il  is 
good  for  the  contractor,  Iml  very  bad  for  the  tax- 
payer. 

—Among  recent  arrivals  here,  we  note  thai  of 
D.  Francisco  de  Veyga,  who  comes  to  Brazil  to 
procure  assistance  for  the  Cuban  revohniijnists.  It 
may  be  contrary  to  all  the  laws  of  neiiirality,  hut 
wc  sincerely  hope  that  he  will  be  courieously  re- 
ceived and  sent  away  with  an  overflowing  pocket. 
Spain's  outrageous  misgnvernment  ot  Cuba  ought 
to  come  to  an  end,  and  the  people  of  lliat  island 
deserve  sympathy  and  sU|)porl. 

— The  Brazilian  anarchists  who  have  threatened 
British  houses  at  Rio  say,  "No  more  exjiloiting  of 
the  government  and  country  by  foreign  banks  I" 
If  politicians  of  ihis  stamp  were  not,  as  Mr.  John 
Morley  has  pointed  out,  so  notoriously  ignorant  of 
hislory,  tliey  of  Rio  would  have  known  that  the 
foreign  banks  are  far  more  likely  to  be  exploited 
by  the  government  tlian  the  govetnmenl  by  the 
hauVs.—Financial  A'rws,  Oct.  13. 

— Congress  has  appointed  a  mixed  commission 
nn  the  sanitation  of  this  city.  It  is  composed  of 
politicians,  ond  is  now  devming  its  attention  10  the 
question  whether  the  iiniional  government  shall 
guarantee  a  municipal  loan  of  six  millions  sterling. 
It  l<ioks  like  acase  of  the  blind  leading  the  blinil, 
and  it  forcibly  illustrates  the  fact  that  noihing  is 
likely  to  be  done  without  enormous  expendilure. 
The  inexpensive  remedies  are  not  consiilcred. 

—Why  doesn't  the  Jorital  put  that  "rapeiUivel 
negocianU  eshatigeno"  on  its  regular  staff  and  thus 
satisfy  his  aspiiationsl  Presumably,  he  is  one  of 
those  "americattos  do  tiorU"  whose  principal  ob- 
ject in  life  is  to  furnish  opinions  to  the  Jonial 
against  ourselves.  He  would  be  a  splendid  addi- 
tion to  the  yo/'Ka/'j' staff  and  would  fuinish  all  the 
"crnrective"  iis  editor  could  desire  without  the 
trouble  of  establishing  anoiher  li^iiglish  paper, 


—The  Pait  on  the  29th  denied  that  the  troops 
had  been  hehl  in  reailine»s  on  the  27th;  but  the 
lepnrt  lo  Ihis  effect  was  confinned  on  that  day  by 
the  Janial  do  HtuzU, 

—On  last  Tuesday  disquieting  reports  were  cir- 
culated nnd  the  troops  com|)(Jsiiig  the  garrison  of 
this  city  weie  said  to  be  held  in  rendincsi.  It  was 
rumored  tliat  the  gnvtrmnenl  had  discovered  a 
]Ki]itical  plot  ;  but  on  the  following  day  the  even- 
ing i»aper  A't)liciii  claimed  to  lie  au'horized  to  state 
that  the  goveinmcnt  had  merely  been  apiirehensive 
nl  disuirbaiiccs  which,  it  was  feared,  might  lie 
causcil  by  opeiatives  thrown  out  ol  employment  on 
Tuesday.  The  anxiety  ol  the  ^uihorilies  and  the 
apjiointmcnt  of  additional  secnios  shows  that  this 
excuse  is  not  sincere. 

—We  regret  to  see  that  the  government  of  Pres- 
ident Prndcnie  de  Mnriies,  whii:li  we  have  hither. 
In  consideied  i)ie  best  govt-runieiit  po.ssible  in  the 
present  coiidiiion  ofBrnzd,  has  entered  on  the  in- 
clined plane  of  intolerant,  violent  nnd  arbitrary 
measures.  We  li  ust  that  those  who  control  the 
policy  of  the  government  will,  befure  going  farther 
ni  this  direction,  reflect  seriously  on  the  conse- 
quences, always  liearing  in  mind  the  disasters  en- 
tailed U]joii  the  country,  llirough  a  similar  devia- 
tion lioni  Ihe  palli  of  moderation,  law  end  justice, 
by  the  government  of  Mnisbal  Fl-iriano  Peixoto. 

—We  ai  e  glad  to  nnte  ihut  the  senate  threw  out 
the  [irovision  in  the  bill  fixing  the  pay  of  senators 
and  de|iniies  in  the  next  session  of  congress,  wlnch 
provities  pcrnianeiit  free  passes  fur  them  on  all 
state  r.iilway  lines,  and  also  tiiat  the  chamber  was 
unable  to  laise  a  Iwo-tbiids  vote  for  it  nn  its  re- 
turn. The  iniquitous  imposition  therefore  is  re. 
jtfCted,  and  Ibe  kgislator  who  diaws  mileage  from 
the  public  treasury  will  be  compelled  to  use  at 
least  a  part  nf  it  in  paying  his  travelling  expenses. 
It  is  cliHracteiisiic  ot  the  present  congress  that  it 
should  vote  mileage  allowances,  and  ttien  vnte  free 
passes  so  thai  the  said  mileage  money  could  remain 
in  their  pockets. 

-The  regulations  on  domestic  service  issued  by 
thepicfcctof  the  federal  district  have  been  pub- 
lished.  According  to  these  regulations,  no  one, 
afltr  they  enter  into  exr;culion,  cm  eniplny  a  ser- 
vant who  does  nnt  present  a  ccitificate  "f  conduct 
and  show  that  he  has  been  duly  regislered.  For 
the  infraction  ot  this  provision  both  the  employer 
and  the  seivaiit  are  subject  lo  fine.  Engagements 
for  an  indefinite  periud  may  be  terminated  by  8 
days'  warning.  Of  couise  Ihe  enfoi cement  of 
such  regulalions  will  either  be  a  farce  or  an  abuse. 
And  it  reflects  but  liitle  crediL  upon  the  intelligence 
of  the  jacobin  riders  ol  this  city  that  such  intoler- 
able restrictions  should  be  imposed  under  a  re- 
publican form  of  governmenl. 

—We  ire  advised  that  when  the  ladies  commis- 
sions, accompanied  by  various  societies,  reporters 
and  invited  fiiends,  reached  Paquetd  on  Sunday 
last  lo  place  flowers  on  the  graves  of  ihe  revolu- 
lionists  who  lost  their  lives  during  the  late  revolt, 
they  fiiund  the  enclosure  guarded  by  a  detachment 
ofthe  lotli  ballaliOii  which  refused  .idmiilance  for 
certain  wreaths.  The  commissions  then  resolved 
to  return,  a  few  piivate  individuals  enteiiiig  the 
ccmelciy  to  visit  tlie  graves  of  iheir  dead,  It  is  an 
exlraordiiiaiy  siep  lor  the  goveniinent  to  take  and 
marks  a  reiurn  to  the  Ojipressive  measures  and 
persecutions  ol  the  Peixoto  regime.  It  can  have 
no  good  resub,  and  will  only  serve  to  discredit  a 
faction  whose  hatreds  even  pursue  the  dead. 

—A  successful  operation  was  performed  on  the 
President  on  the  29th  ult-  by  Harao  de  Pedro  Af- 
fnnso  and  Dr.  Oscar  Bulhoes,  tlie  surgeons  remov- 
ing a  laige  calculus  from  the  bladder.  No  un- 
favorable effects  resulted,  and  the  patient  will  soon 
be  able  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  high  ofhce. 
Considerable  irritation  has  been  shown  in  some 
quarlers  because  the  President  concealed  his  res- 
olution lo  have  the  operatiim  performed  at  once, 
it  being  expected  ihat  he  would  deler  it  until  after 
the  15111  inst.  On  the  morning  of  the  ist  inst.  the 
surgeons  began  to  publish  bulleiins,  in  which  some 
complication  from  malaria  was  brought  forward. 
This  has  created  some  anxiety  in  the  city,  which 
was  intensified  by  the  bnsty  sending  lo  Desterro 
for  the  7th  battalion.  At  latest  accounts  the  Pre- 
sident was  doing  well. 

—Since  the  date  of  our  last  issue  the  supply  of 
fresh  beef  in  this  city  has  been  insufficient  and 
precarious,  This  has  given  rise  to  a  singular  dis- 
cussion in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  the  municipal 
chamber  of  Nictheroy,  The  enemies  of  that  cham- 
ber assert  that  it  refuses  to  permit  fresh  meat,  even 
ill  the  smallest  quantities,  lo  be  brought  from  Nic- 
theroy to  Rio  and  that  it  places  detachments  of 
armed  men  at  the  ferry  stations  lo  enlorce  Ihe  pro- 
hibition, instructing  them  to  search  parcels  and 
seize  the  meat  found.  It  is  added  that  the  pilots 
of  the  ferry-boats  have  instructions  to  collect  300 
reis  per  kilo  for  all  the  meat  found  on  board.  The 
chamber's  friends  say  that  it  permits  free  trade  in 
fresh  meat,  but  wdll  not  tolerate  the  speculation  of 
butchers  who  wish  to  sell  meat  to  Rio  de  Janeiro 
at  a  higher  price  than  the  Nicthemy  market  rate. 
It  seems  that  there  are  some  jieculiar  ideas  extant 
as  to  the  meaning  of  free  trade. 

—A  contributor  to  the  Commercio  de  S.  Paulo 
{aSih  Ociober)  calls  attention  to  the  manner  in 
which  Dr.  Aarao  Reis  is  preparing  Ihe  Friburgo 
palace  for  the  presidential  residence.  He  con* 
siders  that  this  beautiful  edifice  is  being  coinidetely 
spoiled  and  is  likely  to  be  a  monument  of  "our 
supine  architectural  ignorance  and  of  our  lack  of 
judgment.."  In  place  nf  tlie  bronze  eagles  on  the 
parapet  over  the  main  entrance,  he  lias  placed 
there  "some  formidable  iron  honeeas  (dolls),  com- 
mon, unartistic  and  of  an  unreasonable  size."  And 
on  the  arms  of  the  republic  over  the  entrance  he 
has  had  a  Phrygian  cap  painted  which  appears  Ic 
be  banging  on  the  upper  point  of  the  star,  which  i; 
a  conceit  of  his  own.  It  is  said  that  the  "improve, 
menls"  which  Sr.  Aarao  is  making  will  cost  about 
900,000$,  and  will  be  nothing  belter  than  "a 
series  of  monstrosities."  Since  this  criticism  ap- 
peared, the  cap  lias  been  removed  from  the  star 
and  the  work  is  now  thought  to  be  less  object- 
ionable,

— .\  Sao  P.iulo  telegram  of  the  30lh  says  that 
the  liquidation  of  the  Dumunt  company  had  been 
effected  on  ihat  date,  the  payment  of  debenture 
and  share-holders  being  efiected  by  drafts  on  London 
drawn  by  the  London  and  Brazilian  Bank,  and 
through  ihe  Banco  do  Commercio  e  Industria  by 
order  ofthe  Banco  da  Republica.  According  to  n 
previous  telegram  the  remittance  from  London  foi 
this  purpose  amounted  to  £  543,000.  It  would 
appear  that  the  money  was  deposited  for  account 
ofihe  Banco  da  Republica  in  London  afler  all, 
notwithstanding  the  first  unfavorable  news  received. 
The  editor  of  the  Jorml  do  Commercio  and  his 
partner  are  of  course  quite  satisfied  with  this  and 
have  no  longer  any  occasion  to  abuse  the  Times 
correspondent, 

— The  Ameiican  connection  of  the  French  West 
Indian  cable  system,  seems  to  he  under  a  cloud.  For 
the  last  two  years  the  Ameiican  government  has 
refused  to  give  permission  for  the  landing  of  tli 
cable  unless  the  company  sunenders  Ihe  exclusive 
privileges  it  holds  in  Sout'i  America  and  the  West 
Indies.  To  escape  this  reqiiiremeni,  a  company 
was  organized  in  the  Uniied  States,  called  the 
United  Stales  and  Haiii  Cable  Co,,  which  laid 
cable  Irom  Coney  island,  near  New  York,  len 
miles  out  to  sea.  The  French  company  was  about 
10  lay  a  cable  from  Haiti  to  connect  with  this  ten- 
mile  section,  when  a  complaint  was  filed  in  the 
New  York  federal  cncuit  court  on  Oct.  Ist,  at  the 
instance  ol  the  atinniey-general.  asking  for  an 
injunction.  'I'he  French  company  is  llie  same  one 
wliicli  connects  with  the  Brazilian  telegraph  system 
near  Para. 


—The  Frcfvincia  of  Parti  complnina  of  ihe  ih- 
iBCii  (nncticed  on  the  tram  lines  of  Ihat  city  In 
taking  fares.  Formerly  in  giving  change  the  con- 
ductors always  managed  to  keep  hick  40  reis,  nU 
leging  a  lack  of  copper  change.     Now  their  exac- 

ins  cover  60  lo  80  reis,  and  when  the  exact  fare 

given  them  they  find  fault  with  the  nickel  be- 
cause il  is  worn.  It  is  a  shameful  abuse  and 
shows  how  quickly  it  develops  into  a  recogniied 
custom  il  ihc  people  do  nol  resist.  No  one  should 
permit  such  an  abuse  for  any  amount,  no  matter 
how  small  it  may  be. 

—Every  business  man  has,  we  suppose,  some 
influence,  and  thai  influence,  in  our  opinion, 
should  be  used  to  avert  civil  war,  smce  aaollier 
war  like  that  wlxich  lasted  from  1893  to 
1895  would  doubtless  ruin  the  country,  which  is 
still  suffering  severely  from  the  disastrous  con- 
sequences of  the  struKtilc  in  those  years,  And  it 
seems  to  us  that  civil  war  can  only  be  aveited  by  n 
policy  of  justice  and  moderntinn  on  the  part  of  the 
governmenl,  for  any  one  who  has  any  know- 
ledije  of  human  nature  will  readily  understand  that 
if  the  governments  adversaries  are  not  permitted  to 
discuss,  they  will  not  fail  to  conspire.

— -M.  Wiener,  French  consul- general  at  Rio,  is 
at  picseni  on  a  lour  in  France  lecturing  about  the 
means  of  developing  the  commercial  relations  with 
South  America,  He  asserts  that  Brazil  does  more 
than  2,500,000,000!.  worth  business,  and  that 
France  only  shaies  in  Ihis  total  to  the  exient  of 
130,000, ooof. ,  whilst  twenty-five  years  ago  she 
paritcipaled  to  ihe  extent  of  400,000,000?.  He 
insisis  nn  the  necessity  of  recovering  this  lost 
ground  in  the  centre  of  Brazil,  and  making  the 
commercial  conquest  of  the  nortli  of  that  counlry. 
Much  harm  has  betn  done  by  the  absence  of  a 
French  bank,  nnd  the  forced  employment,  as  an 
intermediary,  of  the  English  and  German  banks.

—It  would  appear  that  Senator  Quinlino  Bo- 
cayuva  and  nlhi-r  members  of  llie  mixed  congres- 
sional saniiary  commission  are  of  opinion  that  it  ifl 
perfectly  constitutional  lor  congress  to  guarantee  a 
municipal  loan,  but  they  are  doubtful  about  the 
control  ol  the  various  services,  some  of  which  are 
federal  and  others  municipal.
